The cradle Ie a simple appliance for 
treating “pay dirt" earth and gravel 
containing gold-dust.

Water is poured on

Agents of the D epartm ent have been 
gathering price inform ation in all sec­ 
tions of the country, and their work 
is rapidly nearing completion.
